Harris was chairman at the 
eompany.

A former company chief, Johif 
Bloom, is scheduled to face a 
fraud heertog Feb. 27. 

ON BAIL 

Harris, Palmer and CoUins 
Were all released on bad and or-j 
dered to return for a court hear¬ 
ing on the same day as Bloom.
